toward interference with civil liberty 
and religious freedom, William Fleet 
Palmer! IL S, District Attorney of Los 
Angeles* announces that he has asked 
the F.B.I. to investigate Bishop Baker 
and his colleagues and to learn whether 
they intended to interfere with enforc¬ 
ing the law in supporting the C.O. plea 
of Welty Kuhns 1 The Associated Press 
quotes Mr, Palmer: "Publication and 
broadcasting of such statements gener¬ 
ally would have a bad effect on the 
public morale and give the idea that if 
a young man had the support of a big 
organization he could hope to evade the 
Draft, The inquiry could lead to crim¬ 
inal complaints charging obstruction of 
justice, WeVe got to put a stop to such 
conduct and this appears to be the 
model case, A group of Methodists led 
by a bishop is no different than any 
other class in the eyes of the law. This 
is no time to defy or obstruct the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States," 

We have often suggested that in a so- 
called democratic country it was pre¬ 
cisely over the question of support of 
the C.O. that a war-making State 
would probably force the issue with the 
Church, The State, in total war* feels, 
as Mr, Palmer correctly suggests* the 
need for total morale. But great non¬ 
pacifist Churches like the Methodist 
have pledged support to their C.O.s. 


So long as C.O.s are few, the State 
can afford to be indulgent. What if 
their numbers increase? And may not 
"respectable” support for C.O.s who get 
into trouble tend to increase their num¬ 
bers? If the State resents such support 
and Churchmen refuse to keep silence, 
persecution may follow. If they keep 
silence, the Churches lose their soul. 
Where there is no freedom to support 
Christians in obeying the voice of con¬ 
science and of Christ, there is no free 
Church. 

We are glad that Bishop Baker com¬ 
mented: "They can investigate all they 
want to, but it is indeed strange if 
American citizens cannot try to find a 
cure for what seems an injustice. We 
shall stand on our rights in following 
the due process of law in an effort to 
have Kuhns released.” And it is en¬ 
couraging that the Methodists have al¬ 
ready been backed up in a statement, to 
Attorney General Francis Biddle by 
leading California ministers of other 
faiths, 

What You Can Do 

We must speak out on these matters. 
To a great extent such situations as 
these—the failure to amend our Draft 
Act so that it provides complete exemp¬ 
tion for absolutists as does the British 
Act, etc.—arise, we believe, because the 


Administration does not hear from us 
and others regarding these questions. 
It has some reason to think that few 
people care about the C,Q, issue and 
that those who do are so grateful for 
the good points in the law and its ad¬ 
ministration that they are.willing to let 
grave inadequacies and injustices go by 
without criticism. Specifically: 

1, Write to the President, to General 
Lewis Hershey, to your Senators and 
Congressmen, to Paul C. French, Na¬ 
tional Service Board for Religious Ob¬ 
jectors, 1751 N St, M. W.j Washington, 
D. C. your concern about the apparent 
lack of adequate appeal machinery in 
C-O, cases. If you know C.O.s whose 
appeal has been denied, tell about them 
in your letters. Get your friends, 
churches and young peoples 1 societies to 
write similar letters. 

2. Write to the President, Attorney 
General Francis Biddle i your Senators 
and Congressmen, your concern about 
the statement of District Attorney 
William F. Palmer of Los Angeles in 
the Kuhns case and your hope that the 
President and Attorney General may 
publicly repudiate his attitude. 

3i Write to the President about your 
concern regarding the War Depart¬ 
ment's policy as expressed by the Ad¬ 
jutant General in the Colonel Duncan 
case. 


On December 5th and 6th there will 
be a Northern Ohio Pacifist Youth 
Conference, which is being promoted 
by Bronson Clark of Ahimsa Farm, 
Aurora, Ohio. 

Youth members of the Fellowship 
should be particularly alert about politi¬ 
cal issues. More effort to convince 
Congressmen that the people really do 
not want war is important. Let us not 
wait until there is the issue of a dec¬ 
laration of war before Congress. Let’s 
keep telling our representatives that 
we do not want war and that we want 
those in Europe who are now starving 
to be fed.

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Field Action Reports 


South 

David Morgan, Southern Youth Sec- 
retary, stood trial on October 27th in 
Raleigh* N. C., for failure to fill out 
his questionnaire. In a clear, earnest 
voice, he made his statement to a packed 
court-room, his father and mother fol¬ 
io wing with supporting statements of 
their own. He was sentenced to eight¬ 
een months in prison at Petersburg, Va. 
The judge deplored “the mess” David 
was making of his life and wondered if 
his father ought not to go to prison too 
for misguiding him. Later, however, he 
wrote the Morgans a'letter commend¬ 
ing David's sincerity and sacrifice and 
classed him with “the great of the 
earth, 11 

Letters are received daily which tell 
of interesting and worthwhile work be¬ 
ing done. Of the Fellowship Service 
Group at Chapel Hill, Howard K 
Beale writes, “Our group as a whole 
meets every Sunday night for confer¬ 
ence and study. In addition, we have 
three committees: one on the conscien¬ 
tious objector, another for writing let¬ 
ters to Congress and a third committee 
is building athletic facilities at the 
Negro community center,” From Mem- 
phis, Bernice and Francis Allen write, 
We have organized a work project to 
clean up the Community Welfare 
League, our only all-Negro Community 
Fund Agency, A group of us goes there 
every week-end, armed with mops, pails 
and brushes and proceeds to clean a 
room. The Agency has no money for 
janitor service and as there are twenty- 
six rooms in the old house, we have a 
practically continuous project. We are 
also collecting clothes and books for 
tenant farm children.” 

Dr. Mary E. Lyman wrote from 
Sweet Briar College of the fine address 
given there by Douglas Stcere. 

The Nashville F.O.R, held its annual 
fall dinner meeting at A & I State Col¬ 
lege on November 10th with an attend¬ 
ance of fifty-five. Dr. W. K, And erson, 
Secretary of Pastors 1 Schools of the 
Methodist Board of Christian Educa¬ 
tion, spoke on the Bases of a Just and 
Durable Peace. Dr. Harvey Brown, 
also of the Methodist Board of Educa¬ 
tion, was elected the new Chairman of 
the Nashville Fellowship.

Mid-West 

Six hundred people from fourteen 
states attended the Conference on the 
Conscientious Objector, held In Chicago, 
November 15th. Once again it revealed 
the highly diverse elements possessing 
the least common denominator of con¬ 
scientious objection. In addition to these 
pacifist participants there were a num¬ 
ber of Cook County Draft Board mem- 
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bers present, along with the seven offi¬ 
cials of Selective Service. 

Roger Baldwin and Truman Kirk¬ 
patrick, among others, showed that 
there is an articulate minority not fully 
satisfied with Civilian Public Service 
Camps. However, it is safe to say that 
the overwhelming majority of people 
were impressed with the development of 
the Camps despite admitted imperfec¬ 
tions and frontiers yet to be crossed. 
Large delegations from six Camps at¬ 
tended the sessions. 

The attendance of the Seventh Day 
Adventist non-combatants, clad in the 
olive drab of the U. S. Army Medical 
Corps, also brought another position to 
the attention of the Conference. This is 
a position sincerely held and, on the 
whole, almost unknown among F.O.R. 
members. 

General Hershey’s speech was extra¬ 
ordinarily important in what it revealed 
about the thinking of the Draft Admin¬ 
istration. His willingness to face all 
types of questions was commendable. 

An outstanding record for Civilian 
Public Service money-raising has been 
made by the Naperville, Ill. F.O.R. 
group. Composed of students in North 
Central College and Evangelical Theo¬ 
logical Seminary, for the most part, this 
group has collected nearly $500. for 
C.P.S. work. 

Ernest Fremont Tittle, Chairman of 
the Mid-West Fellowship, will be one 
of three featured speakers in a meeting 
on the Basts of a Just and Durable 
Peace, to be held in Chicago’s Or¬ 
chestra Hall on December 8th. Other 
speakers will be Walter W. Van Kirk, 
Chairman of the National Peace Con¬ 
ference, and Frank Kingdon, of the 
Fight for Freedom Committee. The 
F.GR. is serving as one of the sponsors, 
believing that an experiment should be 
made with widely divergent groups for 
a discussion of this topic. 

From December 7th-10th the Mid- 
West Secretary will be touring the 
Upper Peninsula of Michigan. 

Prof. Joseph Osborne of Purdue 
University has been named Chairman 
of the Indiana F.O.R. whose next meet¬ 
ing will be held in the Eighth Street 
Mennonite Church, Goshen, December 
6th; Robert Cowan Grady, Cleveland, 
is the new Chairman of the Ohio unit 
which will next meet at Dayton, Janu¬ 
ary 10th; the Michigan F.O.R. will 
meet in Dearborn, December 6th; the 
next meeting of the Kansas group will 
be in Emporia, February 20th-2Ist.

Refugee News and Needs 

It is good to report that a second 
affidavit is being prepared for “H.”, the 
brother of an F.O.R. member here. 
There is now hope that after years of 
wandering and suffering this young man 
may join his brother here and begin 
a new life. 

$25.00 has come in from F.O.R. 
members for the passage money needed 
to bring here from Unoccupied France 
the “C.’s” and the “L.’s”, two families 
in whom we are especially interested. 
We still need several hundred dollars 
and shall, of course, welcome small gifts 
as well as larger ones. 

Dr. Wilhelm Solzbachdr, German 
F.O.R. member, who arrived here in 
September with his family is now in 
Cleveland at 2697 Woodhill Road. An 
exile for several years from Germany 
on account of his convictions, besides 
being a student of contemporary Ger¬ 
many, Dr. Sotzbacher has much to tell 
from his own experiences. He is an 
unusual linguist who speaks excellent 
English. 

Through the Episcopal Committee on 
German Refugees one of our members 
has signed an affidavit for a German 
pacifist and his wife, both in their fifties. 
“TV’ has been a leader in the peace and 
democratic movements in Germany, 
Switzerland and France. He is recom¬ 
mended to us by one of our refugee 
friends here. A second affidavit is need¬ 
ed. Since passage money is promised 
this affidavit should make it possible for 
them to leave France soon. 

We are also looking for affidavits for 
“W.”, a German pacifist in his thirties 
in whom the American Friends Service 
Committee is also interested. For a 
number of years “W.” had a phono¬ 
graph record shop in Paris. 

Again our friends here from Ger¬ 
many and Austria are being tortured by 
anxiety for their loved ones abroad. 
Emigration or deportation to Poland is 
being demanded of the Jews in Ger¬ 
many and Austria. Emigration to the 
U. S, is now impossible; going to Cuba 
is very expensive. These neighbors of 
ours who, not yet at home here, find 
it difficult to tear their thoughts away 
from the horrors in Europe now stand 
in special need of our friendship and 
deep sympathy.

T HIS is, for pacifists of the Occi¬ 
dent, a pioneering field. We must 
do for our part of the world what 
Gandhi has done for his—show that we 
have an adequate, workable alternative 
to violent conflict. Individual conscien¬ 
tious objection is indispensible but obvi¬ 
ously inadequate. Real love dictates 
that evil systems be opposed for they 
perpetuate violence. Opposition means 
conflict with unrepentant guardians of 
the “old order.” Our choice is therefore 
not between peace and conflict but be¬ 
tween methods of conflict. We choose 
the way of non-violent direct action. 
This is distinguished from simply non¬ 
violent action by the fact that direct 
action involves opposition to some law 
or custom which has come to be're¬ 
garded as morally intolerable. 

THE SPIRIT is of fundamental im¬ 
portance throughout the process. We 
regard non-violent resistance as God’s 
own method of dealing with man. The 
conversion of all involved in the situa¬ 
tion—exploiters, exploited and media¬ 
tors—must be our aim. But this does 
not mean that if the exploiters remain 
unrepentant we shall encourage their 
victims to continue to cooperate with 
them. To do so would be to remain a 
party to the crime. God does not coop¬ 
erate with evil doers in their crime. 
He resists them, but non-violently. But 
we must be motivated by love, as God 
is, no matter whether we are trying to 
persuade people or are regretfully 
obliged to withdraw our cooperation 
with them for the time being. We shall 
3o well to study the spirit of the Gandhi 
movement and to keep the element of 
self-purification prominent in our train¬ 
ing for, and participation in, non-violent 
direct action projects. 

DISCIPLINES, individual and 
group, are essential to any movement 
which aims to generate power to change 
society. We say with Muriel Lester 
that “we must out-train the totali- 
tarians, out-match their ‘intrepidity, 
contempt for comfort, surrender of pri¬ 
vate interest, obedience to command’ 
with a superior courage, frugality, loy¬ 
alty and selflessness”. Let us take up 
this challenge and train for total paci¬ 
fism with relentless self-discipline. (See 
Some Suggested Disciplines for Earnest 
Pacifists, worked out by the trainees in 
our Harlem Ashram Training Course 
in Total Pacifism last summer, and re¬ 
vised by a group at the Annual F.O.R. 
Conference at Lakeside.) 

STUDIES. If we are not to go off 
“half-cocked” in our non-violent direct 
action campaigns, we must get the bene¬ 
fit of study of the history of such action 
and the best thought 1 of pacifist sages, 
past and present. These studies should 
be vitally related to current problems in 
such strategic fields as race discrimina¬ 
tion, war resistance, labor, civil liber ties, 
and the Food-for-Europe issue. The 


study of Kfishnalal Shridharani’s War 
Without Violence- is basic for the novice 
in this field, but it needs to be supple¬ 
mented with such works as A. J. 
Muste’s Non-Violence in an digressive 
World and Richard Gregg’s The Power 
of Non-Violence for greater apprecia¬ 
tion of the spiritual side of things. 

SOCIAL SERVICE PROJECTS 
should be carefully chosen for their 
strategic value in identifying us with 
groups with whom we expect to do 
teamwork in non-violent direct action 
projects and for the groups’ intrinsic 
worth. Gregg, in his recent booklet, A 
Discipline for Non-Violence, has shown 
the disciplinary value of common work. 

Service projects actually undertaken 
by pacifist groups, which may be sug¬ 
gestive, are: (1) Helping some Negro 
migrant families go house-hunt®® 
which gave valuable insight into race 
discrimination and created a desire to 
help establish a Negro credit union, (2) 
Investigation of the use of violence by 
the police in strikes, (3) Helping to 
organize the neighbors in an under¬ 
privileged community into a cooperative 
buying club, (4) Conducting a "play 
street 1 ’ for the children of a Negro and 
Puerto Rican neighborhood. 

The week-end camp is a live possibil¬ 
ity for almost any local group of earnest 
peacemakers, (Material on this subject 
is available from the Youth Section of 
the F.O.R., New York.) But, beware 
of becoming self-satisfied and failing to 
go on to non-violent direct action with¬ 
out which we cannot develop an ade¬ 
quate substitute for violent conflict. 

LIVING IN DEEPER COM¬ 
MUNITY. Whenever the pacifist who 
has been living in the ordinary way 
helps to form a “family of reconcilia¬ 
tion”, which deliberately crosses lines of 
race and class and unites its members 
in a disciplined and deeply-sharing fel¬ 
lowship, he is making possible a strong 
base for non-violent action campaigns. 
This can be done either in part time 
week-end work camps or by the starting 
of ashrams (full time disciplined coop¬ 
erative fellowships) wherever possible. 
These deeper community projects have 
the advantage of strength through unity, 
economy and creativity at a time when 
these are already greatly needed, and 
will probably be desperately needed in 
the stormy years ahead. 

As we make progress in these prepar¬ 
atory steps, and are sensitive to the 
areas of injustice and conflict in our 
vicinity, we shall get a sense of God's 
guidance regarding where to take hold 
and apply what we have learned. While 
we must beware of premature action, 
we must also realize that the besetting 
sin of white-collar folk is to stop with 
words. The group should feel its way 
along, stage by stage, “in the Spirit” 
and sharing the thoughts and experi¬ 
ences of others.

My dear Mr* Page: 

I wish I aould hare had a conference with you yesterday: what 
you -said was so real and clear and impressire that it set my mind a- 
going* 

I am enelosing 2 clippings on which I should like your adyice. 
The editor of Capper’s said that nothing in their experience has 
brought the response that these did* The message should go to all 
civilized countries even beyond this present war danger. *We here 
hold of something big and we don’t know how to use it," he said, 
promising all cooperation until war is declared. 

My today's reaction is that we Christalns are giying up teo 
soon. There is still this vast primitive force which has not been 
topped--this mother love* When convinced that it is for the good 
of humanity It will send her sons away concealing the tears, but if 
persuaded of the opposite^ could be the faith that would move moun¬ 
tains. 

I am not the parson to organize such a movement. I am not big 
enough nor a clear enough thinker. But there is an unthpped power 
there that if we could unloose it' and point the direction,would be¬ 
come something to reckon with. And it should be world—wide in ap¬ 
peal. 

We have a potential group in every church. Should an attempt 
be made to hold meetings for those interested in every church and 









eomnunity? To follow somewhat the taetle of the American First or¬ 
ganization which may have done its part and pas^its usefulness, 
now giving way to the next movement ? 

But we must know where we are going. Not just a negative pro 
gram. We must work for something. 

The American people are still suspicions about this war. The 
altruistic teachings of twenty years have not been in vain. 

If we could convince mothers in all countries that war is the 
worst enemy of all, and that a just and durable peace is possible 
we might yet avert the dark picture you painted yesterday.

Since you are both practical and idealistic I hope you can 
show me the next step.

THEY STARTED A CHURCH BUILDING 


Last summer our churches cooperated in 
Work Camps for young people at Decring, New 
Hampshire; SchaufHcr College in Cleveland, 
Ohio; Meroni, Indiana, ami Mountain View, 
California. In all except the first of these camps 
the young people paid for the privilege of doing 
their own cooking and housework and of work ¬ 
ing on various “projects” for seven or eight 
weeks. 

Our picture shows some of the boys from the 
Merom camp getting a new building underway 
for the Fairview Church, which is near Newton, 
Illinois. Other projects at Merom were the com¬ 


pletion of an open air theatre, the improvement 
of the village park, and the digging of a sewer 
for Merom Institute. At Deer mg the young 
people repaired the buildings, conducted two 
vacation schools and helped with the entertain¬ 
ment of a scries of conferences. At Schauffler 
and Mountain View they set up and operated 
playgrounds. The Pilgrim Fellowship, the Board 
of Home Missions and the Council for Social 
Action cooperated to make these camps possible. 
We also shared the responsibility for Merom 
and Mountain View with the Friends Service 
Committee.

Missionaries in China 

American missionaries in China today 
are active agents of American democracy 
because of their valuable personal work in 
the relief and rehabilitation of Chinese 
refugees. It has been estimated that al¬ 
most three million Chinese refugees have 
received roadside help from Christian mis¬ 
sions during the mass exodus of civilians 
from bombed or occupied areas, and hun¬ 
dreds of missionaries are still risking health 
and life in medical and rescue work, ac¬ 
cording to the Church Committee for 
China Relief, which is one of the partici¬ 
pating agencies in United China Relief. 


Mission Study Themes 

The themes for the year are most chal¬ 
lenging. They deal with great issues which 
confront us. In the home field the theme 
is Christianity and Democracy; in its 
world aspect it is Christians and World 
Order. This is a time when we must think 
in whole, not in part. Peace, if it is to 
come at all on any permanent basis, must 
come to all the world. Living the way of 
brotherhood, of true democracy, if it is to 
come to any part of America, must come 
in every group and in all relationships. 

The basic books for adults are ‘ Chris¬ 
tian Roots of Democracy in America” by 
Arthur E. Holt and U A Christian Impera¬ 
tive” by Roswell P. Barnes. These books 
with their manuals are extremely prac¬ 
tical, for they help us to see what voe must 
do in our own daily lives, in our homes 
and neighborhoods, in our churches and 
schools and business dealings to share in 
the efforts toward peace and democracy.

My Dear Mr. Page: 

I wish I might say something worth while which could 
lift somewhat those of us who insist that there is a better way 
to settle world troubles than resorting to war. At any rate, you 
have done your share in attempting to avoid the conflict .in which 
we now find ourselves, particularly through your most able book¬ 
let, "how to Keep America out of War" which I helped circulate. 

I note that the "America First" movement is not even enumerated 
on the cover page of the booklet mentioned, it being as yet non¬ 
existent at the time of writing; and yet, with its influence and 
the influence of those enumerated, it has been impossible to keep 
us out of war. And in the papers of today not a line can be found 
of others than the war mongers. 

Your activities through the press having been banned, 
I feel there is still a field of great Influence left which you 
might undertake, unless our "cbistianity" is to become 100$ sham, 
this force MUST rouse itself to lead the way into a better world. 
Where in the name of common sense is. the Golden Rule to which all 
Christians subscribe, or the "brother's keeper" idea, which they 
likewise profess? The united force of the church is needed, and 
needed urgently to set the pace for a better day. And I have 
hopes that a goodly number of church leaders and ministers are 
honest enough to get behind such a movement. I personally would 
be willing to do anything a printer might do to further the idea. 
It would make me feel as tho I were doing something worthwhile, 
whereas now i feel utterly useless, only marking time. 

A friend recently put all the troubles of the world 
into one pithy saying: "There is more than enough for everybody's 
need, but not enough for everybody's greed." if we realized that 
all peoples have a right to "Lebensraum", we might have th force 
some of the greedy nations to disgorge; but how much better than 
to resort to war would that bel England's hands, for instance, 
drip with blood; and yet we are assisting her in attempting to 
enforce a status quo. 


And now, just a line in more optimistic mood: what 
a wonderful force is Mother Nature; and how much more wonderful 
can she be made to be with the assistance of science, yesterday 
I observe the little drops of water on blades of grass caused 
throughi the dew. Beautiful, and for a purpose, o man, has the 
dew and the animal more tolerance than thou?

Harrop Freeman, Phil Jacob, Frederick Libby, Hugh Moore, A* J. Muste, 
Ray Newton, E, A. Schaal, Guy Solt, and Norman Whitney, met at Labor Temple 
in New York City on November 30 and spent the day in discussion of this prob¬ 
lem: "To stimulate and guide pacifist thinking during the war on the post-war 
problems in order to discover methods of putting pacifist principles into the 
peace which must follow. 11 


As we view it, there is a present profound need for a pacifist program 
for world organization. A concern has been expressed that independent research 
go forward within the pacifist framework on the problems which must be solved 
in the post-war world with a view to making available to the governments, indi¬ 
viduals and organizations, plans, suggested techniques and methods to help 
reframe the world pattern consistently with religious pacifist principles. 

First, we have often asserted to the public that those who urged war could not 
erect a proper peace, that war breeds war and that only a consistent pacifist 
position can produce peace. We therefore have an obligation now to show that 
pacifism is more than opposition, that it is construction and has a plan. Sec¬ 
ondly, there is a thirst the world over for pacifist proposals— can we let down 
those whom we have trained to look to us, and that greater number who, skeptical 
though they are, are driven by the inadequacy of other suggestions to seek ours? 
We are not arguing the question of the extent to which any such pacifist findings 
or recommendations might be adopted; we wish considered whether we shall make 
such pacifist research available to those who might use it. Such an effort, we 
believe, would be both a valuable discipline for pacifists themselves and an 
important contribution to public education. 


We invite you to consider the following questions as a partial (not ex¬ 
haustive) exploration of the field, and give us the benefit of your thought on 
them. 


1. Ought there to be set up a Pacifist Research Commission to Plan 
the Organization of Peace? 

2 . What are the specific tasks which such a Commission should under¬ 
take? (Obviously, much research has been done that need not be 
repeated.) 


3. Should it be set up on a basis of delegates from such pacifist 
organizations as wish to participate or on the basis of individu¬ 
als, or both? 

4. Should it be on the basis of Christian or religious pacifism, or 
should it be more broadly inclusive of pacifist organizations? 

(We were clear in believing that the frame of reference for our 
study should be definitely pacifist.) 


5. What are some of the first steps of organization to be taken 
immediately? 


6. Should our purpose be to offer plans for the ultimate solution? 
To propose transitional measures not ultimately satisfactory but 
having a chance of adoption now? 
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7. Should we attempt to correlate this research with similar pacifist 
research or study in other countries? 

8. To what extent and through what channels should we make our material 
available to the public? to governments? to individuals who may be 
involved in determining the post-war plans? 

9. In what terms must we think of budget and how shall it be supported? 
by appropriations from sponsoring organisations or by contributions? 

10. Have you ai$r suggestions for a research director? 

11. Any other matter in which you are concerned. 


life have set the date of Monday. December 39th, at 10 A.M. at 1515 Cherry 

Street in Philadelphia for a one-day meeting to consider the questions and rami¬ 
fications of such a proposal. If you have an official relationship with a nation¬ 
al pacifist organization, we ask that you attempt to ascertain and relay that 
organisation 1 s views on these matters. If you are listed in your individual 
capacity, will you attempt to obtain the reactions of other pacifists and be pre¬ 
pared to present their views and yours? You are cordially invited to attend this 
meeting, but if you will be unable to be present, will you please forward your 
observations before December 20th so that they may be embodied in a preliminary 
report? 

Although the thinking of those who met November 30th may have gone further 
than is indicated by these questions, we consider the December 29th meeting as 
constituting a fresh approach, which, G-od willing, may bring forth the wise so¬ 
lution. 


In her letter of September 11th, Vera Brittain has sent us from London a 
challenge of which we should be aware as we approach these inquiries: 

"Today we see wasteful and devastating catastrophe on a scale more 
gigantic than any previously known to history. More quickly than any of 
us now imagine, the po3t-war revulsion against slaughter and destruction 
which mast inevitably follow the present wholesale havoc, may leave you 
and me and the rest of our minority in control of forces which will cap¬ 
ture not only human imagination, but will call forth the vast resources 
of spiritual idealism still latent in this world."

PHILLIPS UNIVERSITY 
STATEMENT OP POLICY 

A student majoring in a field 
in which potential shortages 
exist may request occupational 
deferment, submitting data from 
his u niversity or h is college 
record. Deferment is obtained 
on these grounds because of the 
shortage of men in the students 
particular field, and not because 
he is a college student. A high 
school graduate should not* 
therefore, stay out of college 
because of the possibility of be¬ 
ing drafted during his Junior or 
Senior year in the University, 
for he may even serve national 
defense to a greater extent by 
enrolling with the intention of 
majoring in a field where a per¬ 
sonnel shortage exists. Then if 
he is called in the draft, he may 
request occupational deferment 
and be allowed to complete his 
college work because of the need 
for well trained men in his 
major field. 

There is a serious shortage of 
personnel in the natural sciences 
(physics, chemistry, biology, 
mathematics, geology), voca¬ 
tional education, industrial arts, 
and health and physical educa¬ 
tion for men. There is an ap¬ 
parent surplus of male teachers 
of English, social studies, lan¬ 
guages and fine arts. Of course 
it would be unwise for all stu¬ 
dents to specialize in one of the 
physical sciences, but these 
shortages should bt kept in mind 
by students planning their 
courses or selecting the fields in 
which they plan to major.

Quaker Camps J 

Paul J. Furnas of Media, Pa., has been 
appointed by the American Friends Set- 
Vim Comntittee to direct the civilian pub- 
iic"lfcrvfce camps for religious conscien¬ 
tious objectors. He is secretary-treasurer 
of the Sandura Company, Philadelphia. 
During the First World War he visited 
army camps for the Quakers, where con¬ 
scientious objectors were confined, and 
himself served as a conscientious objector 
when he was called into service. He suc¬ 


ceeds Thomas E. Jones, president of Fisk 
University, Nashville, Term., who returns 
to his dudes after a year’s leave of absence.

Warn Against Spread of

Legislation to control erode or crime 
magazines was urged on Congress by Msgr. 
P. J. McCormick, vice-rector of the Catholic 
University of America, in a radio address. 
Approximately 100 new magazines of this 
type, he asserted, appear each year, many 
of them anonymously published. He ad¬ 
vocated a federal law to compel all maga¬ 
zines to print the names of their publishers 
and places of publication. This is already 
in force for magazines using second-class 
mailing privileges.

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Chicago Negroes 
In Housing Crisis 

Intolerable Conditions Breed Crime and 
Delinquency—Christian Education 
Advance Gets Publicity 


(Correspondence from Chicago) 

Chicago, Dec. 8. —The November issue 
of Labor Today contains a careful study 
of Negro housing. Chicago’s number one 
social problem. Between 1917 and 19^1 
the overflow of Negroes into areas formerly 
white resulted in 58 bombings of such 
Negro homes and the destruction of over 
$ 1 * 000.000 of property. In 1919 the situa¬ 
tion reached the proportions of a race 
riot. In recent years “restrictive covenants” 
have been entered into by property owners 
which the courts have upheld and en¬ 
forced. The effect has been to restrict 
Chicago’s 200,000 Negroes into an area 
with a population so dense that sanitation 
and wholesome social conditions are im¬ 
possible. The infant mortality rate is 2 
to 1 as compared with other sections of the 
city, and one out of every eight births is 
illegitimate. With the utmost that rehabili¬ 
tation of property in this Negro belt could 
produce, it is estimated that 120,000 of 
Chicago’s Negro population would still 
need resettlement in new housing. And that 
is a major social undertaking.

Children: Bishop 

Spiritual Starvation Produced by Public 
Schools, Says Catholic—Quakers Now 
Feed 80,000 Children in France 


(Correspondence from Philadelphia) 

Philadelphia, Dec. r. —This city, where 
in 1732 the first public Roman Catholic 
chapel in the American colonics was built, 
has been host to the seventh annual cate¬ 
chetical congress of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine. It was the largest 
Catholic conclave ever held here. The 
thousands of Catholic children in the pub¬ 
lic schools were called by Bishop Hugh L. 
Lamb of Philadelphia “the No. 1 problem 
of the Catholic Church In America. Suf¬ 
fering from spiritual starvation,” he said, 
“they are in real need of the ministrations 
of the church. If they do not get it, they 
will join the ranks of the church dormant.” 
A slogan of the meeting was, “Every Cath¬ 
olic child in a Catholic school!”

Bishop Defends 
Labor Rights 

Other problems faced were adequate 
spiritual guidance for Catholics in the 
armed forces, use of the recently revised 
Catholic New Testament, family worship, 
lay participation in the mass, programs for 
the deaf and blind and for rural areas and 
minority groups such as Negroes, Chinese 
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amended the 
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state constitution to allow a portion of 
public school funds to be distributed on the 
basis of need rather than on a per capita 
basis. The poorest counties in the moun¬ 
tains have the greatest percentage of chil¬ 
dren, and on the former per capita basis 
state education funds available in the sev¬ 
eral counties varied from $2 per child per 
annum to $ 50 . This so-called “equaliza¬ 
tion bill” has been defeated a number of 
times previously. Its passage promises some 
alleviation of the excessive load of illiter¬ 
acy in the southern highlands. Since the 
draft boards have set a fourth grade edu- 
' cation or its equivalent as the minimal 
requirement for conscripts, they are having 
to turn down many able-bodied men—in 
one county as high as 25 per cent. These 
are placed in Glass IV-F as mentally un¬ 
fit. All told, 44 per cent of those tenta¬ 
tively placed in Glass LA are rejected as 
mentally or physically unfit for service. 
Irwin Abell, M.D., of Louisville, former 
president of the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, before the Association of Military 
Surgeons advocated public supervision of 
health of civilians during wartime. So the 
need of the state for soldiers dramatizes 
the terrific human waste which is accepted 
at other times without protest. Perhaps this 

may have some effect.

Dear Mr. Page: 

Thank you for your pamphlet, "How Does God Deal With 
Evildoers?" It has encouraged me in my belief in pacifism 
as a way o.f life, especially in time of war. 

Mav I offer one suggestion concerning Jesus' advice 
to sell one's cloak and buy a s-ord? Taken with the pre¬ 
ceding verses, this passage reads: 

"He said further to them. When I sent you forth with¬ 
out purse, or wallet, or shoes, did you lack anything? They 
answered, Nothiny. But now, said be, let him who has a purse 
take it, and a wallet likewise; and let him Imho has no sword 
sell it and buy one." 

Whv this abrupt change from a policy of indifference 
to worldly security to one of extreme concern for it? The 
answer, it seems to m<£, ma^ be discerned In Jesus' next words: 

"Because... this that was written must yet be accomplished 
in me... for the things concerning me have an end." 

As long as Christ was with His disciples. He was suf¬ 
ficient for their every need. But the time came when He must 
leave them - to die and lie in the tomb for three days. Dur¬ 
ing these three davs, the disciples would be without their 
Lord, and therefore thev would need both money and material 
protection. 

Perhaps the application of this incident to our lives 
would be that those who dwell in Christ have a power that 
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rfflakes them independent of "both purse and sword; but those 
who do not have Him must rely upon wealth and force of 
arms to make the ir way in th is wor Id •
